THESE ARE EXCITING times at 
Jaguar. The XE, the firm’s exciting 
and hugely likahle compact exec, 
is still wet behind the ears and in 
a matter of months we’II have the 
phenomenally good-looking E-Pace 

- the first SUV to ever don the Jag 
badge. If that weren’t quite enough, 
the firm has found the time to 
completely overhaul the XE, the 
car responsible for kickstarting its 
design revolution almost a decade 
ago. The XE still squares up to the 
BMW 5 Series and Audi A6, but the 
positioning of the XE beneath it 

- and the shared use of its new 
adaptable aluminium platform - 
means that the XE now comes with 
more room for rear-seat passengers. 

The new car is slightly shorter 
overall, but its wheelbase has grown 
by 51mm and the rear overhang is 
slightly longer. The styling hasn’t 
been altered fundamentally, 
though, which means the XE and XE 
look very similar. That’s no bad 
■ thing, nor are the significant weight 
' savings that have been achieved by 
giving the XE many of the XE’s 
underpinnings. The new XE is as

much as 190kg lighter than the 
old car, thanks in part to the new 
2.0-litre, four-cylinder Ingenium 
diesel engines. As with the XE, the 
XE will be available from launch 
with two versions of the new diesel, 
with more powerful six-cylinder 
options also on offer. When 
combined with the six-speed 
manual gearbox, the lower-output 
i6ibhp 2.0D emits only I04g/km 
of CO2 and averages yo.hmpg. 

That’s class-leading. 

True, that engine’s down on 
power compared with the best of 
the opposition, so the most popular 
XE is likely to be the more powerful 
lySbhp model tested here, paired 
with an optional eight-speed 
automatic. The XE will be available 
in Prestige, R-Sport and Portfolio 
trims, with the most expensive S 
version available only with the 
six-cylinder engines. Our car was 
supplied in the R-Sport spec, which 
is distinguished by a subtle bodykit 
and firmer sports suspension. 

The XE’s cabin has undergone 
a far more telling overhaul than 
the exterior. You still have the »

rising gear selector dial, the broad 
centre console and the balletic air 
vents, but the cabin now looks very 
similar to the XE’s. Take the new 
climate control switchgear and 
the optional io.2in infotainment 
display, which are considerable 
improvements on the items in 
the old XF. 

The dashboard design is a little 
different, with the XF getting a 
slightly more imposing hooded 
arrangement and the kind of 
horizontal crease recently favoured 
by BMW. The quality of materials 
has been given a boost and the seats 
are comfortable and supportive in 
decent measure. The steering wheel 
comes from the XF and F-Type, 
and adjusts electrically; finding a 
suitable driving position won’t take 
long and there’s plenty of head-, 
leg- and shoulder room once you’re 


settled. That impression will also be 
shared by those in the back. Jaguar 
claims 15mm more leg room 
compared with the outgoing XF 
and, despite a lower roofline, 27mm 
more head room. Jaguar says it 
beats the 5 Series’ on rear leg room 
- although only by 3mm. Certainly 
it feels competitive with our 
perennial favourite. 

The Jag’s boot space also beats the 
BMW’s by a small margin: 20 litres, 
while the XF’s load-through option, 
which allows the back seats to drop, 
hatchback-style, to allow longer 
loads to be carried, boosts 
practicality significantly. 

Great to drive 

The smaller Jag XF handles 
exceptionally well, and it comes 
as no surprise to learn that the XF 
rewards its driver almost as much. 


What may surprise is how well the 
bigger Jag rides on optional 20in 
wheels and sports suspension at 
all speeds. 

Combined with an engaging 
and very precise power steering 
setup, the XF excels at the kind of 
fast, long-distance driving that 
executive cars are used for. The 
more powerful Ingenium engine is 
well geared for high-speed cruising. 
It is a little too noisy when revved 
hard, though, and the XF is less well 
isolated from road and wind noise 
than the best of the competition. 

It is, however, noticeably more 
solid in feel than its predecessor. 
The new aluminium platform has 
eradicated much of the flex that 
afflicted the previous XF, its 
inherently greater rigidity also 
helping to damp away unwanted 
vibrations. The Jag also has a

near-perfect weight distribution, 
which means it still delivers that 
pleasing sense of balance, grip and 
composure we’ve come to expect 
from a rear-wheel drive Jaguar. 

Problems solved 

The old XF was a good car but it 
was let down by some build quality 
and refinement issues, a shortage of 
rear space, poor fuel consumption 
and its slow infotainment system. 
All have received attention in the 
new car, and it’s now considerably 
closer to taking the class lead. 

The original XF was also 
enjoyable to drive, but it is a much 
more practical package now. Put 
simply, this is a Jag which makes 
more room for its passengers and 
carries them farther between 
fill-ups. It remains well-equipped 
(climate control, Bluetooth, a DAB 
radio, sat nav, parking aids, cruise 
control, auto wipers and headlights 
are all standard), is better made 
than ever and very competitively 
priced at £36,850 for the car we 
tested, and £32,300 for the 
entry-level version. 

Choosing the more powerful 
Ingenium model with bigger 
wheels (as most buyers will) lifts 
the XF’s CO2 emissions close to that 


of the equivalent 5 Series, and we 
wouldn’t be surprised if that car 
turns out to be a little quicker 
off the mark and quieter in a 
head-to-head test. 

Nevertheless, by delivering 
another great driver’s car. Jaguar 
has reinforced the widely held 
belief that it is one of the leading 
executive car makers. The fact that 
the XF is now a more polished and 
refined car might just be the excuse 
many need to finally find out what 
all the fuss is about.

Audi A4 


First drive Audi’s all-new executive saloon lifts cabin quality to new levels 
Verdict Impressive emissions, stunning interior but not the best to drive ★★★★ 



THIS YEAR IS fast becoming the 
year of the executive saloon. First 
came the sharp-driving Jaguar XE, 
before BMW hit back with a 
thoroughly revised version of its 
hugely popular 3 Series. Now Audi 
has waded in with an all-new A4, 
and we have tried out an early 
pre-production version of the car. 

From the outset, the new A4 will 
be available with a range of new or 
upgraded petrol and diesel engines, 
ranging from a I48bhp 1.4-Iitre 
turbo petrol to a 268bhp 3.0-Iitre V6 
diesel. Here we're testing the 
i88bhp 2.0 diesel (badged 2.0 TDI 
190) in front- wheel-drive form; it’s 
predicted to be the second-biggest 
seller behind the entry-level I48bhp 
Ultra diesel model. 

Lighter than before 

The new A4 weighs up to 120kg less 
than its predecessor, which is one of 
the main reasons it’s more efficient. 
Even this i88bhp model emits just 
loyg/km of CO2, while the super- 
frugal I48bhp Ultra model pumps 
out just 95g/km. That’s less than 


any of the A4’s pure petrol or diesel 
rivals, and virtually on a par with 
the much pricier Mercedes-Benz 
C300h hybrid. 

The new A4 is much more 
responsive and agile than the car it 
replaces, turning in to corners more 
eagerly and with less body lean. It’s 
capable, composed and always 
reassuring, but never feels as pointy 
or as rewarding as a BMW 3 Series or 
Jaguar XE along twisty roads. 

One of the key reasons is the 
steering. Select Comfort mode from 
the standard Drive Select system 
and little effort is required to direct 
the A4 where you want it to go; the 
steering is accurate, with just 
enough extra weight when you turn 
in to corners to give you a sense of 
how much grip there is. Dynamic 
mode makes the steering heavier, 
but there isn’t as much feedback as 
some rivals’ systems. 

There are four suspension 
options. Our test car rode on the 
more comfortable of two standard 
non-adaptive options, and in this 
form it is firm and well controlled. 


Scarred surfaces and potholes 
cause the car to fidget around a 
little more than we’d like at low 
speeds, but things smooth out on 
the motorway. 

As for the engine, it pulls 
strongly from lyoorpm, with the 
seven-speed automatic gearbox 
keeping the revs low for good fuel 
economy. There’s a little vibration 
under acceleration, but very little 
engine and wind noise. 


Class-leading cabin quality 

Audi is renowned for its interiors, 
and the new A4 doesn’t disappoint. 
It betters the cabins in all its rivals. 

Audi’s MMI infotainment system 
comes as standard on all versions 
and features a clear y.oin display 
mounted centrally on the 
dashboard controlled using a dial 
mounted between the front seats. 

The driving position was hard to 
fault on our left-hand-drive test car. 
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WHAT ABOUT THE AVANT? 


An estate version goes on sale at 
the same time as the saloon and 
is expected to account for a 
sizeable 40% of all A4s sold in 
Britain. It’ll face some tough 
competition from German rivals, 

[ althoughthenew Ava nt beats 
them on outright boot space, 

' and the shape of its load bay is 
! usefully square and free from 
intrusion from the wheel arches. 

Better still, there’s no lip to 
I negotiate at the boot entrance, 
while all versions come with a 
powered tailgate and tonneau 
cover that peels itself back 
electrically when you open the 
boot, before sliding back into 
place to cover up your valuables 
when you close the tailgate. 

If you need more load space 
the rear seats fold down almost 
flat, leaving only a very gentle 
' slope I n the floor of the extended 
load area with no annoying steps 
I or ridges. 


with plenty of seat and steering 
wheel adjustment and comfortable, 
supportive seats. However, given 
that the right-hand-drive version of 
the outgoing A4 was infamous for 
its offset pedals, which forced the 
driver to sit at an awkward angle, 
we’ll reserve final judgment until 
we’ve driven a UK-spec model. 

The new A4 is around 11cm longer 
than a BMW 3 Series so there’s 
plenty of leg room in the back. Audi 
claims there’s also more rear head 
room than in the outgoing model, 
although our six-foot tall tester 
didn’t have much room to spare 
above his head. The A4’s boot is a 
fair bit larger than a Jaguar XT’s and 
roughly on a par with that of the 
3 Series, although the boot is rather 
shallow and the opening is small. 


Significant improvements 

The new A4 may not look a whole 
lot different from its predecessor, 
but it’s a drastically better car in 
nearly every respect and sets a new 
class benchmark for interior quality 
and engine refinement. 

Audi says the new A4 will cost 
almost exactly the same as an 
equivalent 3 Series, which puts this 
2.0 TDl 190 model - in entry-level 
SE trim - at a shade over £31,000. 
Company car tax bills will be 
virtually identical to the BMW’s, too. 

No, the A4 isn’t as enjoyable to 
drive as the 3 Series, but given how 
well it does everything else, we can 
see it challenging for class honours 
when it arrives later this year.

Mercedes-Benz GLC 

First drive The first Mercedes mid-size SUV to go on sale in the UK 
Verdict Spacious and capable, but looks pricey next to its rivals ★★★ 



THE MERCEDES-BENZ GLC is the 
German firm’s first mid-size SUV to 
be offered for sale in the UK. 

Seven years ago, when Mercedes 
launched this car’s predecessor, the 
GLK, the UK market for compact 
premium-brand 4x4s was quite 
small. A quirk of the GLK’s seven- 
speed automatic gearbox would 
have made it costly to re-engineer 
the car into right-hand drive form, 
and so Mercedes didn’t bother. 
Which is why, until now, the firm 
hasn’t had a rival for the popular 
BMW X3 and Range Rover Evoque 
to offer us Brits. 

The new car will arrive in UK 
dealerships in the autumn, and will 
have a choice of i68bhp or 20ibhp 
2.1-litre diesel engines, both 
equipped with Merc’s new nine- 
speed automatic ’box and full-time 
four-wheel drive as standard. 

The GLC is based on the platform 
of the current C-Class, but benefits 
from a stretched wheelbase. At 
4656mm, it’s the same length as an 


X3, with exactly the same 550-litre 
boot. It’s a five- seat er only, and, like 
Mercedes’ larger models, it offers 
the option of height-adjustable air 
suspension, handy for towing and 
serious off-roading. 

Spacious and practical inside 

The GLC shares many of its cabin 
fittings with the current C-Class, so

the interior quality is impressive. 
The dashboard materials all look 
expensive, particularly the thin 
metallic strips around the centre 
console. Some fittings don’t feel 
quite as good as they look, however, 
and the glossier finishes seem a bit 
prone to finger marks. 

The GLC is practical, too. The 
front seats of our mid-spec test car 


were comfortable and adjustable, 
with good under- thigh support for 
longer-legged drivers. Head room 
and leg room are generous in both 
rows, even with the optional 
double-pane sunroof fitted. There 
are only two Isofix child seat 
anchorages for the back seats, 
however, and no option to slide the 
seats about to make extra space in 



GLC feels short of puff when revved hard, but has plenty of low-down power 
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the boot. However, the backrests 
can be folded easily via electric 
release catches at the hatchback 
opening, and the boot itself is 
square, wide and long, with 
separate underfloor storage. 

The car comes with enlarged 
curtain airbags covering the 
second-row seats as standard, but 
dedicated side airbags for the outer 
seats are an option. 


Smooth progress 

On the road the 220 SE model we 
tried can occasionally feel a little 
slow, especially when overtaking or 
accelerating hard. However, pulling 
power from low down is good, and 
for most situations there’s enough 
performance available. There’s 
certainly plenty of low-down 
muscle for towing and tackling 
inclines. Like most of Merc’s 
four-pot diesels, the engine is a bit 
noisy at high revs, but it’s quieter 
at cruising speeds. 

The new nine-speed automatic 
gearbox shifts smoothly and seems 
to pick the right ratios, too. Overall 
refinement is good, with the cabin 
well insulated against wind noise. 

The GLC comes on steel coil 
suspension with adaptive damping 
as standard, with height-adjustable 
air suspension offering up to 
227mm of ground clearance. 

AMG Line trim cars come with 
a separate sports suspension using 
a coil-sprung set up. 

The air suspension rides well in 
‘Comfort’ mode, but it doesn’t filter 
out road roar as well as it might, and 
occasionally it allows the 
suspension to fidget and thump. 
The car’s steering is fluent and 
precise, but grip levels are only 
moderate. Body roll can become 
pronounced enough when 
cornering hard to begin levering 
you from your seat. 


Pricey against its rivais 

So, the new GLC plays the mature 
sophisticate quite well. It’s nice 
enough to look at, albeit a much 
more conservative and derivative 
design than its predecessor, and it 
blends quality, practicality and 
potential off- road ability well. 

It’s certainly competitive with its 
SUV rivals. 

However, given its price, which 
is more, like-for-like, than the 
equivalent Audi Q5 or BMW X3, it 
ought to be better under the bonnet 
and better to drive. For this money, 
then, some may find the GLC’s 
unexceptional performance and 
imperfect ride and handling a bit 
hard to stomach.

Honda Jazz 


First drive Honda’s hatchback gets a makeover, with more space and a new engine 
Verdict It’s practical and well equipped, but its rivals are better to drive ★★★ 



STRICTLY SPEAKING, THE Honda 
Jazz is a rival for small cars such as 
the Eord Eiesta, Skoda Eabia and 
Volkswagen Polo, but its class- 
leading space makes it feel like 
a mini-MPV 

This year, that size advantage has 
grown, because the new, third- 
generation Jazz is 95mm longer 
than before. Its wheelbase is 30mm 
longer, giving the rear passengers 
more leg room, while the boot 
is bigger by 17 litres, giving it a 
volume of 354 litres with the rear 
seats in place. 

This Jazz is based on a new, lighter 
chassis, and it has new suspension, 
quicker steering, improved interior 
quality and Honda's latest 
infotainment system. 

Gone are the 1.2 and 1.4 petrol 
engines, both replaced by a new, 
loibhp 1.3-litre unit. 

Practical and spacious 

Pour tall adults will sit in comfort, 
with good rear leg room and plenty 


of head room. Shoulder room has 
improved front and back, but 
seating three adults in a row on 
the back bench will still be a bit 
of a squeeze. 

Drivers of all shapes and sizes 
will be able to get comfortable 
because the steering wheel and 
seat adjustment allow for a good 
range of positions.

The boot size is class-leading, and 
access is good, as it isn't obstructed 
too much by the rear wheel arches. 
The 6o:40-split rear seats fold 
down completely flat using levers 
to the side of the rear headrests. 

Both front seats can also be 
folded flat to allow longer items to 
be slid right through, while Honda's 
unique ‘Magic Seat' system is 


standard, meaning you can fold the 
rear seats' bases up against the 
backrests to create an almost flat 
space in the rear cabin. 

Interior quality has been 
improved but still doesn't match 
the class best. 

Honda's Connect infotainment 
system (standard from SE and up) 
features a decently responsive y.oin 



New engine needs to be revved, otherwise the Jazz can feel a bit sluggish 
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screen that’s bright and comes with 
large, easy-to-hit buttons. 

Entry-level cars get a DAB radio, 
Bluetooth, automatic lights and 
wipers, electric mirrors and air-con. 
We’d spend the extra on SE, which 
adds i5in alloy wheels, the Connect 
infotainment system, parking 
sensors front and rear and an alarm. 
Sat-nav is a £610 optional extra. 

Engine needs to be revved 

This new 1.3 petrol might be quicker 
than the old 1.4 but it’s still sluggish. 
It feels most alive at the top of its 
rev range, so you find yourself 
continually changing down a gear 
in order to get the best responses. 
However, the gearbox itself has a 
pleasingly snappy shift and there’s 
only a hint of buzz through the 
pedals at very high revs. 
Unfortunately, there is a lot of 
engine noise entering the cabin, 
even at medium revs. 

We also tried the CVT automatic, 
which is best avoided unless 
absolutely necessary. It causes the 
Jazz’s engine to rev noisily high, and 
it makes the car feel lethargic. 

The steering feels vague in 
a straight line, then weights up too 
much as soon as you turn it. It feels 
nervously quick, too, while the body 
suffers more lean through corners 
than the best-driving small cars. 

Our German test route didn’t 
feature any UK-like broken roads, 
but even so, at low and high speeds 
the Jazz’s body tends to bob about 
over bumps and crests. 


Well equipped but unrewarding 

In our favourite 1.3 manual SE guise, 
the Jazz is cheaper than the 
equivalent Eiesta but costs more 
than a similarly specced Skoda 
Eabia or Volkswagen Polo. 

PCP finance makes up most small 
car sales, although older cash 
buyers make up 50% of Jazz sales. 
PCP finance starts from £139 per 
month for an S-trim Jazz with a 
£4000 deposit, which is similar to 
the cost for the classier Polo. 

In the Jazz’s favour is its brilliant 
space and practicality; it’s the best 
car in its class in this respect. It’s 
also well equipped, and comes with 
important safety kit such as city 
braking, which is standard across 
the range. 

However, the Jazz’s new 1.3-litre 
engine still feels old- school next to 
the turbocharged units found in 
the Eord, Skoda and VW. It emits 
more CO2, uses more fuel and is 
noisier than some of its rivals’ 
engines. It’s a pity the Jazz’s chassis 
doesn’t really reward drivers either.

BMW XI 

First drive Second-generation SUV gets more space and greater refinement 
Verdict Vastly improved but also pricier than before ★★★★ 



WITH SUCH FIERCE competition 
in the SUV market, BMW couldn’t 
afford to launch another car as 
cramped, noisy and disappointing 
to drive as the last Xi. Luckily, this 
second-generation model uses 
the brand’s latest front-wheel drive 
platform, which now offers the 
practicality, refinement and 
handling polish that its predecessor 
badly needed. 

At launch the Xi will be available 
with 20i petrol and 2od diesel 
engines, likely to be the biggest 
sellers, as well as more powerful 
25i and 25d derivatives. The Xi will 
also be available with a choice of 
three-cylinder petrol or diesel 
engines in Germany, but it’s 
unlikely that these versions will 
make it to the UK. 

A smooth and quiet diesel engine 

Our first drive was in the 
four-wheel drive, 228bhp 25d. 
There’s a very gentle vibration 
detectable through the pedals, but 


BMW’s four-cylinder diesel engine 
is otherwise quiet, smooth and 
free-rewing. It’s responsive, too, 
and sufficiently grunty in the 
mid-range to give the Xi easy 
overtaking ability. 

Both the 25d and 25i get BMW’s 
eight-speed automatic gearbox as 
standard. Although it juggles ratios 
smoothly, there are a lot of them to

choose from, and it can often 
squeeze in as many as four 
downshifts when you’re speeding 
up to join a motorway. However, 
as long as you’re gentle with the 
accelerator, and concentrate on 
your gearchanges via the 
paddleshift, the gearbox works well. 

Our test car had BMW’s adaptive 
dampers, and in Comfort mode it 


rides more firmly than its rivals. 
However, there’s minimal road 
noise, handling is grippy and 
secure, and body roll is well 
contained. The car’s standard 
steering is rather heavy, but precise. 

Bigger inside, and more practical 

The new Xi is marginally taller than 
the previous model, with a marked

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increase in head room. It’s also 
around an inch shorter, despite 
which there’s an equally notable 
gain in rear seat leg room. 

Add BMW’s optional split- 
sliding rear bench and you’ll get 
enough back seat space for a couple 
of large adults. There’s more space 
here than in rivals such as the Audi 
03 and the Mercedes-Benz GLA, for 
example. However, the back seats 
themselves are a bit short in the 
squab, and the cabin is still too 
narrow for three adult passengers 
to sit comfortably side by side. The 
omission of a third set of Isofix 
anchorages for the Xi’s middle rear 
seat is also disappointing. 

The Xi’s boot has grown by 
85 litres to a more useful 505 litres, 
and will now accommodate bigger 
suitcases loaded lengthways - even 
with the back seats in their 
rearmost position. Conveniently 
placed remote release buttons allow 
you to fold the rear seatbacks, 
which are split 40/20/40. The Xi’s 
front passenger seat also folds flat 
to squeeze in extra-long loads, 
which makes the BMW one of the 
most practical cars of its type. 

Despite the increase in size, 
the Xi still feels quite low-slung 
for an SUV. However the driving 
position feels higher than in many 
rivals, thanks to its low- set 
dashboard and a steering wheel 
that sprouts towards you at an 
uncharacteristically raked angle 
for a BMW. 

Solid-feeling switchgear, 
attractive chrome trim and veneers 
and consistently high standards on 
material fit and finish all play a part 
in conjuring an impression of 
quality inside the Xi’s cabin. A 6.5in 
multimedia system with sat-nav 
and an iDrive controller come as 
standard, and the optional S.oin 
Professional Media set-up is, as 
usual, excellent. 

Impressive all-rounder, but pricey 

The Xi is a much better car than it 
was, in nearly every area. Even the 
larger-engined versions, such as 
the 25d, come with little or no 
penalty to be paid in terms of CO2 
emissions or fuel economy, and 
offer excellent performance. 

However BMW has been quite 
ambitious with the Xi’s pricing, 
and poorer resale values than some 
won’t make contract hire or PCP 
prices too appealing. 

If you’re interested in the Xi, 
our advice would be to bargain 
hard. If you can secure a good 
enough deal, you’ll certainly be 
getting a good car.

Land Rover Discovery Sport 

First drive Land Rover has swapped the diesel engine for one that’s smoother, quieter and massively more efficient 
Verdict The Discovery Sport’s biggest weakness has been eradicated - and how ★★★ 



USUALLY, YOU HAVE to let several 
years pass before a manufacturer 
starts making improvements to 
a new model. With the Discovery 
Sport, though, there have been 
some pretty major updates after 
barely six months. 

They were needed, too, because 
when Land Rover's replacement for 
the Freelander was launched earlier 
this year the only engine - a 2.2-litre 
diesel that had its roots in the late 
1990s - fell short of the efficiency 
and refinement standards we 
expect from a modern SUV. In fact, 
it was one of the main reasons the 
Sport lost out in a head-to-head 
against the BMW X3. 

Old tech for new 

Well, the old 2.2 engine has 
disappeared from the line-up, with 
a new 2.0-litre Ingenium diesel 
(available in i48bhp and lySbhp 
outputs) taking its place. In effect 
it's the same motor that powers the 
new Jaguar XE, and it not only 
brings huge reductions in fuel 


consumption and CO2 emissions, 
it's also much more refined. 

The I48bhp 'E-capability' version 
is the more efficient version, with 
CO2 emissions of I29g/km. The 
catch is this engine isn't available 
with seven seats or an automatic 
gearbox. If you want either of those, 
as most buyers will, you'll need to 
go for the I78bhp version, although 
emissions for that one are still only

I39g/km. That's less than any BMW 
X3 or Audi Qs can manage. 

It's this more powerful version 
we're testing here, and you only 
need to push the 'start' button to 
begin noticing the improvements. 
There's less of a shudder when 
the engine fires into life and less 
grumble as it ticks over. Pull away 
and you'll also feel less vibration 
through the soles of your feet. 


Despite all this, and the fact the 
new engine has slightly less power 
than the old one, performance is 
just as strong as ever. 

Impressive auto ’box 

Land Rover's latest nine-speed 
automatic gearbox featured on 
the old 2.2-litre motor, but it works 
much better with the new engine. 

It responds more snappily when 
pulling out at junctions and 
roundabouts, and seems to shift 
that bit more smoothly at low 
speeds. It's a no-brainer over the 
standard six-speed manual. 

In other respects the Discovery 
Sport remains as impressive as ever. 
It's great to drive, if not quite as 
sharp as some versions of the BMW 
X3 can be, but it's agile and grippy 
enough, and with more natural- 
feeling steering. 

The ride is the Sport's one 
remaining imperfection. It's that bit 
more fidgety than we'd like at low 
speeds, although our test car's i9in 
alloys (standard on HSE Luxury 
versions) probably didn't help 
matters. Thankfully, things never 
get too bumpy or jarring. 

The Sport is more practical than 
its premium rivals at this price, too. 
Land Rover describes the Sport as a 
'5-1-2' rather than a full seven-seater, 
with the two rear seats much better 
suited to children than adults. 

So, with the biggest reason not to 
buy a Discovery Sport now one of 
its strengths, and the rest of the car 
as strong as ever, this is now the car 
it should have been from the very 
beginning. A new HSE Black trim 
level has been added the range, but 
we still think the cheaper SE Tech 
and regular HSE versions represent 
the best value for money.

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Fiat 500 

First drive The ever-popular baby Fiat receives a minor facelift, and upgrades to its interior 
Verdict Still has plenty of kerb appeal, but many rivals do it all so much better 



The 500 still has the chic styling that city car buyers crave Steering wheel isn’t reach-adjustable and seat is too high 


IT’S UNUSUAL INDEED for a car to 
last eight years without a facelift, 
but one look at the Eiat 500 tells 
you why it hasn’t needed one. 

There are minor cosmetic 
changes, including a new grille, 
headlights and bumpers. Inside, 
there are upgraded materials, more 
kit and a new infotainment system. 

Engine-wise there’s a choice 
between a four-cylinder 68bhp 
1.2-Iitre petrol, or two versions of a 
0.9 two-cylinder unit, with either 
84bhp or I04bhp. An ‘Eco’ 1.2 should 
appear soon with CO2 emissions of 
99g/km, as well as a 1.3 diesel 
emitting 89g/km. 

Bigger engine is at its best in town 

Here, we focus on the big-selling 1.2, 
which requires plenty of patience 
when trying to build speed. Despite 
feeling lethargic on hilly B-roads, in 
town it has just enough get up and 
go to keep up with traffic, as long as 
you rev it hard. 

However, thrashing the engine 
generates quite a din, and as the 


speed builds road and suspension 
noise become more of an issue. 
Thankfully, wind noise never 
reaches an intrusive level. 

A small turning circle and light 
steering allow the 500 to scythe 
through town traffic, and pressing 
the ‘City’ steering button on the 
dashboard makes the steering even 
lighter. However, up the pace and 
the 500 trails rivals, because its

steering is vague and it’s prone to 
body roll in fast bends. 

It’s also off the pace in terms of 
its ride at low speeds over scruffy 
roads; it jostles those inside about 
too much. At least it improves at 
higher speeds. 

Inside, there’s enough space 
up front for two tall adults to 
get comfortable, and there’s 
now a decent-sized glovebox. 


finding a good driving position 
is difficult, though. The steering 
wheel adjusts for height, not reach, 
and the driver’s seat may be set too 
high for some; it doesn’t have a very 
good range of adjustment. 

The back seats are best reserved 
for children because of the shortage 
of available space, and the boot 
holds only 185 litres, which makes it 
smaller than the best of its rivals’. 

Neat new infotainment system 

There’s better news with the 500’s 
dashboard, which is bold, bright 
and feels good quality. 

Lounge models get Eiat’s new 
Uconnect infotainment system, 
which consists of a s.oin 
touchscreen with physical menu 
buttons beneath. It’s one of the 
better offerings, and features app 
integration via Bluetooth on your 
smartphone - important for the 
500’s target audience. 

All 500s now get LED daytime 
running lights, USB and aux 
sockets, a multifunction steering 
wheel and electric front windows. 
Pop Star models add I5in alloy 
wheels, air-conditioning and 
split-folding rear seats, while 
Lounge-spec cars get the 
touchscreen infotainment system, 
rear parking sensors and a leather- 
trimmed steering wheel. 

The Eiat 500 isn’t the most 
spacious, practical, well-equipped 
or best-driving city car on sale, but 
for most buyers that won’t matter. 
Its retro charm hasn’t been messed 
about with and will still appeal, and 
its quirky, high-quality interior and 
greater connectivity will also please. 

However, it’s a little too pricey 
compared with its more capable 
rivals for our liking.

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Volvo V60 Cross Country 

First drive Rugged styling, raised suspension and optional four-wheel drive for Volvo’s family estate 
Verdict Front-wheel drive versions make the most sense, but they’re still comparatively pricey ★ *

THE VOLVO V6o Cross Country 
is aimed at those looking for 
increased versatility and the extra 
reassurance that all-wheel drive 
brings, and is based on the V6o 
estate that's been on sale since 2010. 

The most noticeable modification 
is a 65mm raised ride height over 
the standard estate, boosting 
ground clearance, while cosmetic 
tweaks include wheel arch 
extensions, front and rear skid 
plates and gloss trim around the 
doors and mirrors. 

There are four trim levels and 
three diesel engines to choose from, 
although only the range-topping 2.4 
D4 gets four-wheel drive, as well as 
an eight-speed auto gearbox. The 
2.0-litre diesels get either a 
six-speed manual or the auto. 

Business as usual 

On the road, the Cross Country feels 
not too dissimilar to the standard 
V60, which is a good thing. There's 
slightly more body roll, but for the 
most part it remains composed. 


Potholes are dealt with well, with 
minimal vibration sent through the 
cabin. However, undulations on 
faster flowing A-roads will make 
you aware of that extra ride height, 
with the body taking a little longer 
to settle than with a standard V60. 

There's more than enough grunt 
from the 2.0-litre i88bhp D4 diesel 
unit we tested. It pulls cleanly from 
just i400rpm and the hefty spread

of torque means you don't have 
to change down a gear when 
accelerating onto a motorway. 

It's not the most refined of diesel 
engines, though. Its coarse note 
grates more than some of its rivals, 
especially at higher revs. The 
six-speed gearbox feels precise, too, 
despite a relatively long shift action. 

Inside, there's an excellent 
driving position with plenty of 


steering wheel and seat adjustment, 
although you don't sit much higher 
than you do in the regular V60. The 
switchgear looks and feels the part, 
with the exception of a flimsy 
centre console tray. 

Tall adults will be happiest up 
front, where there's more than 
enough head- and leg room. They'll 
struggle to get comfortable in 
the rear seats, although there's 
acceptable space for children and 
average-sized adults. At 430 litres 
with the seats up, though, boot 
space is not exactly class-leading. 

Decent standard kit 

Standard kit on our mid-range D4 
SE Nav model includes a y.oin 
colour touchscreen, sat-nav, DAB 
radio, Bluetooth, rear parking 
sensors, plus auto headlights, 
wipers and lyin alloy wheels. 

Six airbags are standard across 
the range and our test car came 
with the £1900 optional Driver 
Support Pack, which includes 
pedestrian and cyclist detection, 
blind spot assist and collision 
warning with automatic braking. 

So the V60 Cross Country has 
plenty to recommend it, and this 
2.0-fitre D4 SE Nav version would 
certainly be our pick of the range. 

The trouble is, priced at £32,245 in 
the form we tested, the Cross 
Country is expensive when 
compared with its rivals. Skoda's 
Octavia Scout 4x4 has a larger boot, 
an equally smart cabin and a strong 
range of engines, for £yooo less. 

As for the four- wheel-drive 
version, we think that, unless you 
live out in the sticks, the front- 
wheel drive 2.0 D4 will deal with 
most situations you're likely to face 
on UK roads.

DIESEL VERSIONS OE the Eord 
S-Max have proved a popular 
choice for families looking for 
a practical but fun seven-seater, 
but the petrol variants have often 
been overlooked. 

Eor the latest S-Max, Eord predicts 
only 3% of sales will be accounted 
for by the two petrol engines on 
offer in the range - this isSbhp 
1.5-Iitre Ecoboost engine and a 
238bhp 2.0-Iitre Ecoboost. 

Equipped with the new 1.5-Iitre 
petrol engine, the S-Max is quicker 
off the line than the diesel versions, 
but it still feels underpowered. At 
least the power is delivered 
smoothly, although it does begin to 
tail off at around 4500rpm, some 
way short of its redline. 

Refined and quiet at aii speeds 

Like the diesels, this petrol is 
refined and quiet at low revs, and 
the extra ratio in the six-speed 
manual gearbox means engine 
noise is kept to a minimum on the 
motorway. Wind noise and road 


noise are also hushed, even at high 
speeds. We would advise steering 
clear of the optional £400 i8in alloy 
wheels, because the standard lyin 
rims offer an even better ride and 
generate less road noise. 

As you’d expect, the 1.5 can’t hold 
a candle to its diesel siblings when 
you look at economy and CO2 
emissions, averaging 43.5mpg and 
emitting I49g/km. The trouble is, it

doesn’t fare too well then you 
consider its petrol-powered rivals, 
either; the I54bhp 1.6-litre petrol 
engine in the Citroen Grand C4 
Picasso returns a claimed 47.impg 
and emits I39g/km. 

However, the S-Max’s handling is 
well ahead of that of its rivals. It’s 
rare to find a practical seven-seater 
that is fun to drive, but the S-Max 
has always been the best of both 


Spacious and well equipped 

Inside, the S-Max is as practical as 
ever. There are lots of storage 
compartments throughout the 
cabin, and access to all seats is easy, 
with the middle row simply lifted 
up and forward to give access to the 
third row. There’s a generous 
amount of space for passengers in 
the middle row, where there is 
plenty of head and leg room. 

Third-row space is less generous, 
however, but can still accommodate 
children and smaller adults on 
longer journeys, especially if those 
in the middle row are willing to 
sacrifice some leg room. 

Lord’s Eamily Care pack was fitted 
to our test car. At a cost of £400, it 
enables the middle and third row of 
seats to be flattened via buttons in 
the boot. The seats collapse in 
a matter of seconds, and the 
capacity is then increased to a very 
practical 2020 litres. 

All versions of the S-Max are well 
equipped. Our favourite trim. 
Titanium, offers cruise control, 
automatic lights and wipers, 
sat-nav and lane-keep assist as 
standard. It also adds a traffic sign 
recognition safety feature that 
identifies speed limit changes and 
automatically alters the limiter. It 
also brings sports seats, which are 
electrically adjustable for both the 
driver and the front-seat passenger. 

Eor families doing the majority of 
their driving in town, the 1.5-litre 
petrol S-Max could be a good fit. It’s 
cheaper than the diesels, and offers 
a more rewarding drive. Company 
car drivers, however, will still be 
better off with one of the diesels.

First drive The new Audi R8 has received wholesale changes beneath, including Lamborghini tech 
Verdict Performance and handling easily help it justify the £130, 000-plus price 



R8 is now a V10 only, and as fast as more expensive rivals Controls will be familiar to drivers of Audis big and small 


THE FIRST-GENERATION Audi R8 
was a revelation when it was 
launched in 2007. Audi had made 
sporty cars before, but never a 
sports car like the two-seater R8 
supercar, which had an outstanding 
engine and brilliant handling. 

The original 4.2-Iitre V8 engine 
was supplemented by a 5.2-Iitre Vio, 
and that more expensive, even 
faster model is what most buyers 
eventually opted for. 

So when Audi came to replace the 
car it decided to offer just the Vio 
engine, albeit in two states of tune. 
You can have the R8 Vio with 
533bhp or, as tested here, as the Vio 
Plus, with a whopping 6oibhp. 

Supercar-baiting prices 

The lower-powered Vio costs from 
£119,500, with this Vio Plus costing 
£134,500. Those prices put the 
R8 in quite an unusual position: 
costing more than most Porsche 
911s, but less than the more exotic 
supercars like Ferrari’s 488 GTB or 
the McLaren 650S. 


Whichever R8 you choose, the 
Vio sits behind the occupants and 
drives all four wheels through a 
seven-speed dual-clutch automatic 
gearbox; not only is there no V8 
option this time, there’s no manual 
gearbox option either. 

Massive power and iots of revs 

The 5.2-Iitre engine does without 
turbos or superchargers to make its

mammoth power output. Instead it 
just revs and revs; its power peak is 
made at a screaming 825orpm. 

If any of those engine statistics 
sound familiar, that’s because the 
engine, gearbox and the car’s 
aluminium structure, are the same 
as those used by Lamborghini’s 
Huracan supercar. 

The Audi is visually more discreet 
than the Lamborghini though, both 


inside and out. This might be a 
supercar but it still feels like an 
Audi inside, with clear controls, 
Audi’s excellent ‘MMI’ multimedia 
interface and all-digital dials, and a 
design that feels solid, if slightly 
unexciting in this market segment. 
So far, so Audi. 

It drives like no other Audi, 
though. Even from idle the engine 
zings and crackles, responding with 
great intent to a prod of the 
accelerator, with none of the 
throttle lag you can find with 
turbocharged engines. 

Agile, grippy and involving 

The twin-clutch gearbox changes 
quickly and sweetly both up and 
down the gears, blipping the 
throttle ferociously on downshifts. 
It’s an engaging, exciting 
powertrain that makes it every bit 
as fast as some more expensive 
supercars, with a top speed of 
205mph and an electrifying turn of 
speed on a track day. 

The handling is similarly 
exciting, should you want it to be. 
The R8 has lots of agility, is quick to 
turn in to a corner and generates 
masses of grip. It’s also more 
involving than the Lamborghini 
Huracan to drive. The R8's steering 
is relatively light, but there’s lots of 
feel and the car is pleasingly agile. 

If you don’t want excitement? 

The R8’s good at that too, being little 
more taxing than an Audi TT to 
drive, albeit wider and with worse 
visibility and less practicality. 
There’s a small boot at the front, 
and a shelf behind the rear seats, 
but a Porsche 911 is more 
accommodating. Not that this will 
matter to most buyers, though; the 
R8 is a great everyday supercar.

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Volkswagen Passat GTE 

First drive Plug-in hybrid is aimed squarely at company car drivers 
Verdict Well engineered, but makes most sense for short commutes 



The VW GTE will be available as a saloon and an estate when it arrives in 2016 


THE LATEST CAR to join the 
ever-expanding hybrid class is this, 
the Volkswagen Passat GTE. 

It’s a plug-in hybrid that can be 
driven up to 30 miles on electric 
power alone, and, when longer 
journeys beckon, the 1.4-litre petrol 
engine drives the front wheels 
through a six-speed dual-clutch 
automatic gearbox. 

Brisk and quiet performance 

In normal circumstances, the GTE 
moves off in battery mode using 
the electric motor, then the petrol 
engine takes over. 

There are three other 
transmission modes: E-Mode 
allows the car to run purely on 
electric power, while Battery Charge 
mode recharges the battery while 
the car is driving on petrol power. 
GTE mode uses the power from 
both the engine and the electric 
motor, where the combined output 
is 2i5bhp. 

On the open road the GTE is 
brisk and extremely quiet, with 
only some wind noise to disturb 
your journey. The steering is light 


and you can place the car’s nose 
with accuracy, while the ride is 
impressively supple. 

Nicely executed cabin 

As with the rest of the new Passat 
range, the cabin is beautifully 
designed and assembled. This is 
a sizeable car, so there’s excellent 
shoulder room up front and 
impressive rear leg room. If there’s 


one downside from the use of a 
hybrid drivetrain it’s that there’s no 
longer space under the boot floor 
for a spare wheel. 

Expensive to buy, cheap to run 

It’s certainly not a cheap car. When 
the GTE arrives next year it will 
cost around £40,000. With the 
government grant for plug-in 
vehicles, the showroom cost will 


drop to £35,000, which means it’ll 
be up against the more powerful 
diesel versions of the Passat. 

However, taking into account 
the ability to use the GTE in pure 
electric ‘commuting’ mode, the 
daily running costs of this car could 
be significantly lower than those of 
a diesel. The GTE is a brave choice 
for a private buyer, but it’s probably 
a forward-thinking one.

Mitsubishi L200 Warrior 


First drive New pick-up boasts improved handling and economy 
Verdict A great workhorse, but not an ideal alternative to an SUV ★★ ★

THE MITSUBISHI L200 has long 
been a popular choice for those 
seeking a practical pick-up. It’s 
proven so popular that, since the 
launch of the fourth-gen model in 
2006, it’s outsold every other 
pick-up offered in the UK, including 
the renowned Toyota Hilux. 

This, the new fifth-generation 
version, looks set to continue that 
success thanks to a significant range 
of upgrades. 

Improved driving experience 

As well as a revamped exterior and 
updated interior, the L200 benefits 
from myriad technical changes. It 
gets a more efficient 2.4-litre diesel 
engine, as well as revised 
suspension and a stiffer chassis. 

The result is a pick-up that now 
drives in a much more composed, 
confidence-inspiring fashion. 

With precise, well- weighted 
steering and controls, it’s easy to 
drive and place on the road. It still 
rides bouncily when there’s nothing 
in the back - it is, after all, designed 
to have a significant weight in the 


load bay and the suspension has to 
be firm enough to cope with that. 

Mitsubishi’s new diesel engine 
provides plenty of pulling power 
and averaged a decent 30.impg 
during our test. It sounds more 
agricultural than those engines 
you’d find in a modern hatchback 
or SUV, although it quietens down 
when just cruising. 


A perfect workhorse 

Inside, the L200 offers seating for 
five (it’s available only as a Double 
Cab). The cabin isn’t particularly 
stylish, nor do the materials match 
the quality of those found in 
conventional SUVs, but it’s 
presentable and feels durable. 
There’s plenty of standard kit, too, 
including dual-zone climate 


control, satellite-navigation and 
cruise control. 

Practicality is bolstered by an 
easily accessed load bay that can 
accept a Euro pallet, and take up to 
1040kg in weight. 

Running costs should be low, too, 
so the L200 is an ideal choice for 
business or private buyers looking 
to use it as intended. 

It’s very much a working vehicle, 
though, and aspects such as its busy 
unladen ride mean that private 
buyers would be best to stick to 
a conventional SUV.

Hyundai ilO has noisy gearbox 

When What Car? ran a long-term 
Hyundai i10 recently, were there 
issues with the manual gearbox? 

I ask because I have an i10 that 
emits a gearbox whine that Hyundai 
cannot identify. 

Hyundai has stripped down the 
gearbox and replaced all the bearings 
and filled it with fresh oil. At first it 
seemed to solve the problem but 
after 60 miles the noise has returned. 

I’ve owned the car for six months 
and in that time I’ve had to have 
dents removed from the roof, a 
replacement headliner and now the 
gearbox fully stripped down. 

The dealer has mentioned that this 
could be a characteristic of the i10, 
which I find hard to believe. 

Do you know of anyone who has 
experienced a similar fault and can 
you offer advice on what I should do? 
Mr D. Russell 


Polos suffer from software issues 

In January 2015, 1 bought a new 
Volkswagen Polo GT. On the first day 
of ownership, an array of warning 
lights appeared on the dashboard. 
These indicated a low tyre pressure 
error and a stabilisation error. On top 
of that, the parking pilot system had 
become deactivated, and the car’s 
alarm went off. 

I took my new car back to the 
dealership straightaway. They had 
the Polo for a few days, updated its 
software and then returned it to me. 

Three weeks later, the same 
problem occurred. This time, the 
dealer replaced the steering column 
before returning the car. A few more 
weeks passed before the problems 
resurfaced for a third time. The dealer 
updated the software again. When 
we experienced the same issues a 
week later, the dealer agreed to 
exchange the car for a new one. 

Our second new Polo GT arrived at 
the beginning of June. After just two 
weeks, we experienced the same 
issues. Could you offer advice?

We’ve done some investigation 
into these issues, but to no avail. It 
seems that this is not a widespread 
problem, although that is probably 
of little comfort to you. 

We would advise going to the 
dealership and asking if they have 
any ideas to fix the problem. At the 
same time, you need to contact 
Volkswagen customer services 
and open a case with them. Ask 
if they have had any other reports 
of similar problems to the ones 
that you have experienced on 
both your Polos. 

Suggest to them that a 
Volkswagen technician investigate 
the vehicle to see if they can 
discover what is wrong with it. 

If they can’t find anything and 
can’t offer any solution, we would 
suggest rejecting this car. 

The manufacturer is entitled to 
a reasonable number of attempts 
to solve the problem before a 
formal rejection takes place. 
Seeing that this has been dragging 
on for months and no solution is

We sometimes had a problem 
selecting reverse gear but we 
never experienced the noise issue 
that you are reporting. 

A reader did get in touch with us 
when he read about the problems 
we were having, and said that his 
ilO was also suffering a noisy 
gearbox, as well as the reverse- 
selection issues that we had been 
experiencing. 

The problem was solved by 
changing the oil in the gearbox. 
Seeing that your dealership has 
done this, there are a couple of 
other things to try.

Go to your dealership and have a 
test drive with one of the service 
technicians in your car and in 
another ilO. If the other car makes 
the same sound, it is more likeiy 
that it is a characteristic. If the 
other car doesn’t, it adds more 
weight to the argument that there 
is a fault with your car. 

You should also contact Hyundai 
customer services directiy. Under 
the Saie of Goods Act, within the 
first six months of ownership it is 
the manufacturer’s responsibiiity 
to prove there wasn’t a problem 
with the car when it was sold, 
rather than you proving there was. 

Get Hyundai technicians to 
inspect your car to try to discover 
the root cause. If the fault 
continues to eiude everyone 
but the noise is stili there, calm 
discussions with Hyundai 
customer service about a gesture 
of goodwill are in order. 

Skoda Yeti has overly firm ride 

I own a Skoda Yeti that has 17ln alloy 
wheels. I love my car but the ride Is 
very firm; every Indentation In the 
road jars, and It’s starting to get 
annoying. I have come up with four 
ways to solve the problem: having the 
shock absorbers changed; reducing 
the size of the alloy wheels, or 
choosing different tyres. The fourth Is 
to change cars. Which would you 
think would be the most successful 
(and hopefully easiest) option? 
Andrew Morris 

What Car? says 

We’re fans of the Skoda Yeti but our 
road tests have shown that its ride 
is not one of its best features. The 
first thing to do is to have a test 
drive in a simiiar-spec Yeti to see if 
it rides in the same way as yours, 
just to rule out a fault with your 
car’s suspension. 

If you find it as uncomfortable 
as your car, test drive a lower- 
specification model with 16 in 
alloy wheels. Should you find that 
improves the ride to your

satisfaction, then your solution will 
have presented itself. 

Tyres can affect a car’s ride, too, 
as can the dampers, so it could be 
worth changing them. However, 
both fixes will also be expensive, 
and the effect will not be as great as 
changing the size of the wheel. 

It’s worth remembering to check 
with Skoda before making changes 
to your car, as they could affect 
your warranty and insurance cover. 

Mercedes C-Class fleet car issues 

We have two new Mercedes-Benz 
C-Class saloons on our work fleet and 
both have had faults that have kept 
them off the road for days. They 
arrived on the fleet within one week 
of each other and have been with us 
for five months. 

My car has been Into the garage six 
times In five months, suffering Issues 
with Its bonnet, sat-nav system, and 
now the airmatic suspension. The 
other car has had sat-nav problems 
and a fuel pump that failed. What 
should 1 do?

What Car? says 

We can understand how you have 
come to lose faith in your cars, 
Simon. Faults like this really take 
the shine off getting a new car. 

You need to speak to Mercedes- 
Benz customer services and have 
them look into your case. Detail all 
the issues that you have had - they 
should have all the records anyway 
from the dealership - and tell 
them that they need to come 
up with a solution. 

Car manufacturers are entitled 
to try a number of fixes before you 
reject the cars. So, we’d suggest 
that Mercedes takes the cars back, 
puts you in courtesy cars that are 
similar to the ones you drive on a 
daily basis and gets the cars into 
full working order before returning 
them to you. 

Should anything else go wrong 
after this, it would be time to seek 
legal advice.

Our favourite small SUV has two new and trendy 
upstarts to fend off: the Honda HR-V and Mazda CX-3 
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Honda HR-V vs Mazda CX-3 vs Nissan Qashqai

It’s been the small SUV to beat 

since it picked up our 2014 Car of 

the Year Award. Is it still the best? 


NISSAN’S QASHQAI HAS been 
selling like hot cakes since it first 
appeared back in 2008, so you 
might wonder why it’s taken 
until now for rival Japanese 
manufacturers Honda and Mazda 
to come up with proper rivals. 

Honda might be rather late to the 
party, but the new HR-V appears to 
have all the ingredients to challenge 
the mighty Qashqai’s supremacy 
in the small SUV class. It’s slightly 
smaller on the outside but similarly 
spacious inside, and comes better 
equipped as standard. 

Mazda’s new CX-3 is equally 
box-fresh, costs less again and 
comes even more lavishly 
equipped. The catch? It’s much 
smaller than both rivals, so clearly 
isn’t the ideal choice if you’re 
looking for a practical family car. 
Then again, if you’re not too fussed 
about space, the Mazda’s compact 
dimensions should make it that bit 
more entertaining to drive. » 
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Triple test 


What are they like to drive? 

We’re testing all three cars in their 
most frugal forms, which means 
diesel engines, front-wheel drive 
and manual gearboxes. 

The Mazda is shorter, squatter 
and lighter than its rivals, so it’s 
unsurprisingly the most car-like to 
drive. It responds the most eagerly 
to steering inputs and its body stays 
relatively upright along twisty 
roads. That said, the CX-3 isn’t as 
enjoyable to drive as it might be 
because its steering is rather vague 
when you begin to turn the wheel, 
before suddenly weighting up part 
way through the corner. 

Meanwhile, the Honda behaves 
more like a traditional 4x4. There’s 
more of a delay between you 
turning the wheel and the car 
responding, and more lean when 
it does so. However, the HR-V is far 
from a wallowy barge, and its light 
but consistently weighted steering 
makes it easy to manoeuvre around 
town. We just wish it was a little 
more precise at speed. 

The Qashqai isn’t that agile, 
either. However, it makes up for 
that with the most accurate and 
natural-feeling steering; you always 
know what the front wheels are 
doing. The Nissan’s body behaves 
in a similar manner to the Honda’s 
through bends, yet it generally feels 
that bit more composed. 

Comfort is a priority for many 
SUV buyers, and again it’s the 
Nissan that impresses most. It rides 
bigger bumps smoothly around 
town and stays settled at faster 
speeds, although pockmarked 
surfaces cause it to shimmy 
around a little at low speeds. 

Potholes aren’t dealt with 
an3nvhere near as well by the 
Honda; they send nasty jolts 
through the cabin. The CX-3 isn’t 
as jarring, but it fidgets around 
more on the motorway, which is 
equally annoying. 

The Mazda has the least powerful 
engine, but with less weight to 
haul around the CX-3 is actually the 
nippiest. Mind you, the HR-V isn’t 
far behind, its gutsier engine all but 
making up for the car’s extra heft. 

Straight-line pace isn’t the 
Qashqai’s forte. Getting up to 
speed always takes considerably 
longer, particularly when you’re 
accelerating from low revs in the 
higher gears. Mind you, the Nissan 
is easily the most refined; its engine 
is hushed and there’s little road or 
wind noise - even at higher speeds. 

The Mazda’s engine is almost as 
smooth, but there’s lots of road 
noise. Meanwhile, the HR-V is let 
down by its gruff engine, which 
makes itself heard no matter how 
gently you drive.

Yes, you’ve guessed it - SE Navi 
trim brings sat-nav as standard. 

The Garmin-powered system is 
quick to respond when you press 
the touchscreen and the menus are 
fairly intuitive. Less impressive is 
the touch-sensitive volume control, 
which is difficult to use while driving. 
It’s also a shame there aren’t any 
shortcut keys to make it easier to 
switch between functions.

Also comes with sat-nav as standard, 
along with a DAB radio and a couple 
of USB sockets. The Mazda’s system 
is easier to use than the Honda’s, 
though, because you can control 
it using a rotary dial conveniently 
positioned between the front seats. 
Spin the dial to scroll through the 
on-screen menus and press down 
to make a selection. There are even 
some handy shortcut keys to take 
out some of the legwork.

Nissan Qashqai 

Acenta-trimmed Qashqais get the 
rather basic-looking radio/CD player 
(pictured below) rather than the 
swanky touchscreen on the left, 
which is reserved for the higher 
trims. You get Bluetooth and a USB 
socket, but DAB radio and sat-nav 
aren’t available on this trim, even if 
you’re prepared to pay extra. The 
system is simple to operate thanks to 
big and clearly labelled buttons, but 
the screen is very small. 



What are they like inside? 

You may not relish being behind 
the wheel of the Mazda if you’re a 
fan of the lofty driving position 
most SUVs provide. You don’t just 
sit closer to the ground than you do 
in either the Honda of the Qashqai, 
you feel like you’re altogether lower 
in the car. 

However, this comes down to 
personal preference and, as with 
all of these SUVs, there’s a decent 
amount of adjustment in the CX-s’s 
seat and steering wheel to allow 
people of most shapes and sizes 
to get comfortable. All three have 
relatively supportive seats, too; the 
Mazda’s hold you in place best 
through corners but, like the 
Honda, it misses out on the 
adjustable lumbar support that's 
standard on the Qashqai. 

If you’re looking at these as 
potential family cars you’ll want to 
discount the Mazda. There’s plenty 
of space in the front, but anyone 
sitting in the back will have to put 
up with considerably less knee 
room than in its rivals. 

Despite being shorter than the 
Qashqai, the HR-V has marginally 
more leg room. Our pre-production 
car had a glass roof fitted, which 
limited its head room, but this 
option won't be available on SE Navi 
trim on UK market cars. 

Officially, the Honda has the 
most capacious boot, although the 
tape measure says the Qashqai’s 
load bay is longer, wider and just as 
tall. The Nissan’s boot also has the 
widest aperture and the smallest lip 
at the entrance, although the HR-V 
has the most underfloor storage. 

Overall, there isn’t a great deal to 
split these two, whereas the Mazda’s 
boot is much pokier; you’ll struggle 
to get a buggy to fit without folding 
the rear seats. 

Each car’s rear seats fold in a 
60:40 split and leave only a gradual 
slope in the floor of the extended 
load area with no ridges. The HR-V 
has an extra trick up its sleeve: its 
rear seats flip up cinema-style, 
leaving the rear cabin free for extra 
wide items. »

Manufacturers' fuel economy claims often struggle to match reality, but the What Car? team 
has the solution: the True MPG tool. Here, the team picks three decidedly efficient MPG Heroes 


O ver the years, a common complaint led to 
the creation of the What Car? True MPG 
tool with official fuel partner, Tesco Petrol 
Filling Stations. The True MPG team takes its test 
cars on the road in real-world conditions to give 
a better idea of economy. We've chosen three 
True MPG heroes: cars with decent fuel economy 
that don't stray too far from official figures. 

MINI COOPER D 

The three-door Mini hatch is ideal for those 
who want something small but don't want to 
give up the creature comforts of larger cars. It's 
comfortable, refined and the cabin uses premium 
materials that give it a luxury feel. For the best 
fuel economy, the diesel-powered Cooper D is the 
way to go. It can't match its official fuel economy 
figure, which is an eye-catching 80.7mpg, but its 
True MPG of 62.6mpg is still very impressive. 


VOLKSWAGEN GOLF 

Our second True MPG hero is the Volkswagen 
Golf. Now in its seventh generation, the Golf 
range has something for everyone including 
those wanting economical family transport. 

If you're after a petrol-powered family car that 
won't cost a fortune to run, look no further than 
the 1 .2 TSI 1 05 model. It returned 45.8mpg in our 
real-world fuel tests, which is better than some 
city cars - and not far off its official 57.6m pg. You 
might think that a 1 .2-litre engine would struggle 
in a car this size but it has more than enough 
power and also manages to be economical. 

MAZDA CX-3 

Small SUVs are more popular than ever in the UK 
and Mazda has launched its CX-3 to get a piece of 
the action. The 1 1 8bhp 2.0-litre petrol model really 
caught our attention because its True MPG is 


remarkably close to its official figure of 47.9mpg. 

It returned 44.6mpg at the hands of the True MPG 
testers which is just 3.3mpg less than the official 
figure. That's what we like to see. 

BMW 5 SERIES 

Last but by no means least is the legendary BMW 
5 Series. The car is a firm favourite with company 
car drivers thanks to its classy cabin, generous 
specification and excellent refinement on the 
road. In 520d guise, it managed a True MPG of 
54.5mpg, just 8.3mpg off its official figure, making 
it an even more tempting buy. The 520d isn't 
exactly slow, either. When you need it, it'll do 
0-60mph in just 7.9 seconds. It's easy to see why 
the 5 Series is so popular.

Honda HR-V vs Mazda CX-3 vs Nissan Qashqai 


What will they cost? 

The Qashqai is the priciest of the 
trio to start with. However, dealers 
are willing to knock around £1500 
off the price, which actually makes 
the Nissan the cheapest to buy if 
you’re paying with cash. The CX-3 
is only a couple of hundred pounds 
dearer, while the HR-V will cost you 
a further £1000 because dealers 
aren’t offering discounts yet. 

On the plus side, our depreciation 
experts predict the HR-V will hold 
on to its value the longest, which 
means you’ll recoup some of that 
extra outlay when you sell on. 
However, the Honda will still work 
out the most expensive to own over 
three years once you’ve factored in 
all the costs you’re likely to face. 

All things considered, the 
Qashqai will end up costing you 
the least. Those sizeable discounts 
along with remarkably cheap 
insurance premiums and free road 
tax are just enough to outweigh the 
CX-3’s slower depreciation and 
superior real-world fuel economy. 

Many buyers won’t pay upfront 
and will instead sign up to a PCP 
finance agreement. Put down a 
£5000 deposit and over three years 
the Nissan again works out the 
most cost-effective at £226 a month. 
The Honda adds a further £20 to 
that bill, while the Mazda is priciest 
at £290 a month. All of these deals 
require you to pay a hefty final 
‘balloon’ payment at the end of the 
agreement if you want to keep the 
car, although at this point most 
buyers choose to upgrade and 
simply start a new PCP. 

Company car drivers will also be 
financially better off with the 
Nissan, its sub-ioog/km CO2 
emissions qualifying it for a lower 
band of benefit-in-kind (BIK) tax 
than either of its rivals. As a 40% 
taxpayer, choosing the Qashqai 
rather than the Mazda will mean 
sacrificing around £12 less of your 
salary each month. The HR-V will 
cost £2 a month more than the CX-3. 

The Mazda might be the smallest 
of the trio but it’s by far the most 
lavishly equipped. Like all of these 
cars it comes with alloys, climate 
control and automatic lights and 
wipers, but also adds keyless start, a 
reversing camera, rear privacy glass 
and heated front leather seats. »

THE QASHQAI’S REIGN over this 
class continues unabated. Neither 
newcomer can match it on 
refinement, interior quality or 
all-round ownership costs, and the 
Nissan also remains the benchmark 
for ride comfort. 

It isn’t perfect - its 1.5 diesel 
engine could do with a bit more 
oomph and it’s a shame you can’t 
upgrade to Nissan’s excellent 
Connect touchscreen sat-nav on 
Acenta trim. However, these are 
small criticisms in what’s otherwise 
a thoroughly brilliant package.

Second place goes to the HR-V. 

In some ways it’s actually more 
practical than the Qashqai, and you 
get even more active safety aids, 
including traffic sign recognition 
and a system that helps you reverse 
out of your driveway onto a busy 
road. It’s also predicted to hold on 
to its value well and comes with 
plenty of infotainment gadgets. 

Sadly, the Honda’s touchscreen 
interface isn’t particularly user- 
friendly, its diesel engine is very 
noisy and ride comfort could be 
better. It’s also more expensive than 


the Qashqai in the long run, 
no matter how you’re buying. 

The Mazda is harder to 
recommend. Yes, it’s the most 
agile of the trio and its engine 
delivers strong acceleration along 
with impressive real-world fuel 
economy. It’s well equipped, too. 

The trouble is, even if you’re not 
bothered by the Mazda’s cramped 
interior, you probably will be by its 
so-so interior quality and its bumpy 
ride. It’s also the most expensive 
each month if you’re buying on 
PCP finance, as many choose to do.

THEY MIGHT LOOK unchanged 
from the outside, but beneath the 
bonnets of the Audi Ai and VW Polo 
lies the same new turbocharged 
i.o-litre three-cylinder petrol 
engine. That’s big news, because 
this 94bhp motor promises to 
deliver decent performance while 
pumping out less than loog/km 
of CO2 - a compelling combination. 

Both cars face stiff competition 
from the Mini Hatch Cooper, which 
sets the performance benchmark 
with its energetic I34bhp 1.5-litre 
engine - also a turbocharged, 
three-cylinder unit. Even with the 
optional Pepper Pack included, the 
Mini costs barely any more to buy 
than the Audi, despite the Cooper’s 
more lavish kit. 

Eor some buyers, the Polo’s badge 
won’t have enough kudos, but the 
VW is one of our favourite small 
cars, and costs considerably less to 
buy than its two rivals. It also 
promises to be more efficient. » 
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Triple test 


What are they like to drive? 

The Audi and VW might he well 
down on power compared with the 
Mini, but in everyday use they’re 
nippy enough. You’ll still need to 
downshift through their five-speed 
gearboxes if you want a quick burst 
of acceleration, though, because the 
i.o-litre engine performs best at 
high revs. However, despite the 
engine’s dinky size, the Ai and Polo 
keep up with fast-flowing traffic 
admirably, and you can potter 
around in third gear at relatively 
low speeds without fear of stalling. 

There’s no denying that the 
Mini’s 1.5-litre engine is much 
stronger, though. Acceleration picks 
up at lower revs, and the Cooper’s 
gutsier mid range means it can 
cover the so-yomph sprint in g.isec, 
compared with around ii.osec in 
the Audi and VW. The Mini’s 
gearbox feels slightly notchier than 
its rivals’, but the six gears make it 
even easier to keep the engine in its 
sweet spot. 

We already know that all of these 
cars are good to drive. However, 
the Polo Bluemotion’s low rolling 
resistance eco tyres don’t offer as 
much grip in corners as the tyres on 
the Audi and the Mini. However, the 
VW performs well in everyday 
driving, and its light yet precise 
steering helps the car feel stable 
whether tackling a multi- storey car 
park or running on the motorway. 

Mind you, the Polo’s rivals here 
are much more fun, with the sort of 
sharp responses and plentiful grip 
that make them feel almost like 
junior hot hatches. Both the Audi 
and Mini dart in to corners keenly, 
with the Cooper’s quicker steering 
making it feel even more agile than 
the Ai. That said, the Audi’s front 
tyres grip harder through bends, 
and its more consistent, natural- 
feeling steering gives it the edge 
over the Mini. 

The Audi’s standard Sport 
suspension is firm and ultimately 
makes it the least comfortable of 
the three. That’s why we’d opt for 
the softer Dynamic suspension as 
a no-cost option. 

The Mini is also firm, but 
effective damping means it remains 
composed over most British roads. 
Meanwhile, the Polo is easily the 
most comfortable; its soft 
suspension helps it waft over 
bumps and potholes, although you 
pay for this relaxed demeanour 
with more body bounce. 

All of these cars become a bit 
vocal when you rev their engines 
hard, but the VW is the quietest; the 
thrum of its three-cylinder unit is 
that bit better suppressed, and its 
tyres kick up less road roar than the 
Mini or Audi’s on the motorway.

Volkswagen Polo 

The Polo has one of the most 
intuitive touchscreens in this class, 
and all the essential kit you could 
want apart from integrated sat-nav, 
which is quite expensive at £700. You 
can also add the ‘Car Net App’ option 
for £100. This means your iPhone or 
Android phone will be mirrored on 
the Polo’s display when connected 
via USB, letting you run sat-nav apps 
from your phone, and some voice 
control apps through the screen. 



What are they like inside? 

If you just want an interior tliat’s 
comfortable and straightforward to 
use, looic no further than the Audi 
or VW. The Ai’s standard sports 
seats hold you in place better than 
the Polo’s through corners and it’s 
the only car here with adjustable 
lumbar support. Both cars have 
logical dashboards and offer 
enough seat and steering wheel 
adjustment to allow most drivers 
to get comfortable. 

That’s not to say that the Mini 
is uncomfortable. It isn’t, but its 
pedals are offset slightly too far 
to the right, which forces you to 
sit at a skewed angle, and the 
retro-inspired dashboard takes 
longer to get the hang of. The Mini 
is also the trickiest to see out of 
because of its narrow rear screen 
and chunky rear pillars, although 
the Audi is only slightly better in 
this respect. The Polo sets the 
standard for visibility, with slim 
pillars and big square windows 
all round giving a good view out, 
although many buyers will still 
choose to add the optional rear 
parking sensors. 

Two average-sized adults will 
fit in the back of all of these cars. 
The Audi has the least rear leg and 
head room, and feels the most 
claustrophobic in the back, while 
the Polo’s wider, more airy-feeling 
cabin makes it the best for those 
who regularly need to carry more 
than a single passenger. 

The Mini is the only one with a 
height-adjustable boot floor, which 
comes as part of the Pepper Pack 
and allows you to set the floor so it’s 
flush with the boot lip. It also 
means there’s no annoying step in 
the extended load bay when the 
rear seats are folded. So while the 
Mini’s boot isn’t the biggest here 
(it’s fractionally smaller than the 
Polo’s but usefully deeper than the 
Audi’s) it is the most practical. 

Interior quality certainly won’t 
disappoint in any of our trio. 

The Audi’s interior is marginally 
classier than its rivals, if less 
eye-catching than the Cooper’s. »

Audi A1 vs Mini Hatch vs V W Polo 


What will they cost? 

The Polo is much cheaper to buy 
than its rivals, assuming you’re 
paying with cash. However, most 
buyers will opt for a monthly 
finance agreement, in which case 
the Audi comes out cheapest; 
put down a £4000 deposit on a 
three-year PCP contract and the 
Ai will cost you £179 per month, 
compared with £184 for the Polo 
and £215 for the Mini. 

The VW is the cheapest company 
car. ItTl cost £496 less than the Audi 
in benefit-in-kind tax (assuming 
you’re in the 40% tax bracket) over 
three years and £978 less than the 
Mini. Leasing costs are between 
£207 and £217 a month for all three. 

Where there is a big difference 
is in economy; the Audi and VW 
averaged 53.4mpg and sh.smpg 
respectively in our real-world True 
MPG tests, while the more powerful 
Mini managed just 42.6mpg, 
adding around £1000 more in fuel 
costs over 36,000 miles. All things 
considered, the Mini works out the 
most expensive car to own over 
three years by a sizeable £1293 over 
the Polo, and £2049 over the 
slower-depreciating Audi. 

Still, the Mini goes some way 
to making up for that with its 
generous fist of standard kit; it’s the 
only one of our trio to get climate 
control and auto lights and wipers, 
and there’s also a choice of three 
bright no-cost paint colours. 
However, Mini charges extra for 
a multifunction steering wheel, 
which comes as standard on the 
other two. The Polo is the only one 
to get cruise control, although VW 
is alone in charging £170 extra for 
electric rear windows. »

WE WOULDN’T TRY to talk you out 
of buying any one of these cars. 
However, the Audi Ai gets the nod 
for its tidy handling, fine driving 
position, effortlessly classy interior 
and that brilliant i.o engine. It’s 
also usefully cheaper than its two 
rivals to own over three years, no 
matter whether you’re buying 
outright or signing up to a monthly 
PCP agreement. 

True, the much faster 1.4-litre 
turbo version of the Ai is only a few 
hundred pounds more expensive 
at the outset, so is definitely worth

considering if you’re looking for 
bigger thrills. The 1.4 is more 
expensive to fuel and insure, 
though, so this entry-level 1.0 TFSl 
ticks just about every box if running 
costs are more of a concern. 

The Mini isn’t far off the pace. 
This Cooper version is easily the 
pick of the five-door range because 
it doesn’t cost that much more than 
the entry-level One, yet is usefully 
quicker and comes with more 
standard luxuries. In fact, if it 
weren’t for the Audi’s better 
resale values, more comfortable 


driving position and superior fuel 
economy the Mini may well have 
won this test. 

That leaves the Polo. It’s the 
cheapest to buy initially, the biggest 
inside, the most refined and is 
refreshingly unpretentious. 
However, we’d say that until this 
1.0 engine becomes available in 
lesser trims the much cheaper 1.2 SE 
model is a better bet - particularly if 
you’re a private buyer. True, it isn’t 
as economical, but it’ll cost you less 
on every other front, and is just as 
good to drive.

BUYERS OF BUDGET city cars 
invariably have ‘convenience’ and 
‘low costs’ at the top of their list of 
priorities - and the new Vauxhall 
Viva and Suzuki Celerio seem to 
have both bases covered. 

These five-door urban hatchbacks 
have lower list prices than big- 
selling city car rivals such as the 
Hyundai iio and VW Up. The Viva 
and Celerio are also available with 
attractive PCP deals, crucial in this 
class where monthly payments are 
a big factor in buying decisions. 

Both cars are around the same 
size and have a i.o-litre, three- 
cylinder petrol engine and 
five-speed manual gearbox. 


What are they like to drive? 

There are similarities. Both the 
Celerio and the Viva need to be 
revved hard if you want to get 
punchy acceleration - particularly 
the Vauxhall, which needs to be up 
beyond 2500rpm before it gets 
properly into its stride. Both cars 
are responsive enough by class 
standards, though, and are happy to 
potter around town without 
constantly having to change gear. 

Fewer turns of the steering wheel 
are required to get around tight 
corners in the Viva, which makes 
it feel slightly more agile than its 
rival. That said, the Suzuki’s steering 
is heavier at higher speeds, which 
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Suzuki Celerio vs Vauxhall Viva 



helps to make the Celerio more 
stable. It’s just a pity you have to 
wind lock off manually when 
exiting tight corners at low speeds, 
rather than the steering self- 
centring of its own accord. 

Body lean through tight bends 
is fairly pronounced in both cars, 
but the Viva leans a little less and 
generally feels better tied down, 
with less nose diving under braking. 

The Vauxhall soaks up speed 
bumps and other big intrusions 
reasonably well and, while uneven 
town roads cause it to fidget, the 
ride never becomes uncomfortable. 
Mind you, the Celerio is fractionally 
more comfortable around town.

moving around less over poor 
surfaces yet remaining equally 
composed over bigger bumps. 

The Suzuki is let down by a 
substantially noisier engine, 
though. Both cars suffer some 
vibration through the steering 
wheel and pedals, particularly at 
tickover, but the Viva’s engine 
sounds more pleasing and there’s 
less road noise to endure, which 
makes motorway journeys a more 
peaceful experience. 

The VauxhalTs vague (if light) 
clutch can make it tricky to pull 
away smoothly until you’re used to 
it, but otherwise all the pedal 
responses are good and stop-start 
driving is fairly hassle free in both 
cars. They also have light and 
easy-to-use gearshifts. 

What are they like inside? 

Step into the Viva - easy to do 
thanks to a high roof and lofty seat 
height - and the first thing many 
drivers will notice is the restricted 
amount of adjustment in the 
steering wheel. Granted, it moves 
up and down, but the range is 
rather limited. 

Neither car’s steering wheel 
adjusts for reach, although both 
do at least have a driver’s seat that 
can be raised and lowered, helping 
most people find a moderately 
comfortable driving position. The 
Viva’s is better, thanks to its more 
generous leg room and better lower 
back support. 

The Vauxhall also has the 
classier-feeling interior. Plusher 
plastics and sturdier materials - 
along with more modern-looking 
dials and readouts - mean it feels a 
notch above the more basic Suzuki 
for perceived quality. 

Visibility is better in the Celerio, 
thanks to its higher rear roofiine 
and broader rear screen, while both 
cars have decent forward visibility 
and short bonnets that allow you to 
judge the cars’ proportions easily. 

If passenger space or cabin 
versatility is a priority, the Celerio 
is the better bet. It has usefully »

more leg and head room in the 
hack, and the hoxier styling and 
squarer rear door openings make 
access a simpler affair. 

The Celerio ’s rear seats drop 
easily hut leave a big step in the 
floor, which is a pain when you’re 
sliding in heavy items. Folding the 
rear seats in the Viva is a more 
convoluted process altogether; you 
first have to flip the rear seat bases 
and remove the rear headrests, 
before folding the backrests. On the 
plus side, you are left with a flat 
extended load area with no 
annoying steps or ridges. 

The Suzuki’s wider, deeper boot 
- complete with a bag hook and 
load bay cover that opens with the 
bootlid (two things missing from 
the Viva) - means it also has the 
more practical luggage area, 
although both cars have big drops 
from the boot lips to the floor. 

What will they cost? 

If you’re planning on buying 
outright, the Suzuki’s bigger 
discounts drop the price down to 
£7849, which is £530 less than the 
Viva. The Vauxhall is also less 
efficient, averaging 48.9mpg in 
our real-world True MPG tests 
compared with the Celerio’s 
62.9mpg, the best economy we’ve 
seen in any small petrol city car. 

As a result, despite the Viva’s 
fractionally cheaper insurance, 
the Celerio will cost you £435 less 
to own, assuming you buy now 
and sell after three years. 

Buy on finance and both 
contenders look a touch expensive.

Put down £1500 up front and you’ll 
pay £125 per month on a three-year 
PCP deal, which is about the same 
as you’ll pay for a Hyundai iio. 

As company cars, the Celerio 
will cost you around £200 less in 
benefit-in-kind (BIK) tax over the 
next three years, thanks mainly to 
its impressively low CO2 emissions. 
The Suzuki is also fractionally 
cheaper to lease. 

More significantly, you get more 
relevant standard equipment with 
the Celerio. Yes, Vauxhall has 
thrown in some big-car benefits, 
such as cruise control, lane- 
departure warning, heated door 
mirrors and front fog lights, none 
of which feature on the Celerio. 
However, the Viva misses out on 
a DAB radio, Bluetooth, a CD player 
and even USB input, which all 
come as standard equipment on 
the Suzuki. 

Still, from January 2016 you’ll 
be able to add the £425 Intellilink 
system to the Viva, and with that 
you get a y.oin colour touchscreen 
complete with all of these features 
(except a CD player) plus a 
Mirrorlink system that lets you 
operate apps from your phone 
directly onto the car’s screen. 

Options for the Viva include rear 
parking sensors for a fairly 
reasonable £275, and a space saver 
spare wheel for £110, neither of 
which are available on the Suzuki. 
However, both cars get electric front 
windows, remote central locking, a 
multi-function steering wheel, an 
immobiliser and six airbags, which 
include curtain ’bags to protect the 
heads of those in the front and back. 

Only the Vauxhall gets an alarm, 
and while it hasn’t yet been crash 
tested by Euro NCAP, we expect it to 
better the Celerio’s mediocre 
three-star overall test rating. 

Solid red paint is the only 
‘zero-cost’ colour on the Viva, 
although there’s a bright palette 
of eight metallic paints that cost 
£545. Meanwhile, flat white is the 
Celerio’s only standard colour, and 
there’s a less colourful metallic 
range available for £430. 

A three-year, 60,000-mile 
warranty and one year’s roadside 
assistance is standard on both cars.

OUR VERDICT 


It’s a close call, because both cars are easy to drive and great value for 
money. However, the fact the Celerio has more standard equipment, a 
more spacious and versatile interior and is even cheaper to own gives it 
the win. Yes, it’s a bit low-rent inside compared with the classier-feeling 
Viva but, all things considered, the Suzuki does a more complete job 
without you needing to raid the options list, which you’ll almost 
certainly want to do if buying the Vauxhall.

WITH SUVS THE de rigueur way to 
cart around your family these days, 
it’s all too easy to overlook the 
traditional estate car. Such wagons 
might not have the same lofty 
driving position or striking 
silhouette as their more 
fashionable alternatives, but they’re 
usually cheaper and lighter, and are 
often less expensive to run. 

The Ford Mondeo is a classic 
example of the breed. It offers 
plenty of space and fine handling. 
However, the all-new Skoda Superb 
Estate has just arrived to broaden 
your horizon. 

The Superb’s biggest draw has 
always been its value for money. 


and, with just a small price hike 
over the old model, this latest 
version still undercuts the Mondeo 
by a hefty amount. Compared with 
the old Superb it’s bigger, lighter, 
cheaper to run and better equipped. 

Both of these estates come with 
i48bhp 2.o-litre diesel engines that 
make a lot of sense for private and 
company buyers alike. They give a 
good blend of performance and 
economy and, in mid-level trim, 
represent good value for money. 

What are they like inside? 

Sitting behind the wheel, there’s 
little to choose between these two 
cars for space. Each has plenty of 
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Ford Mondeo Estate vs Skoda Superb Estate 



leg- and head room, even with 
the Mondeo’s (£900) optional 
panoramic glass roof fitted. Both 
also come with height- and 
reach-adjustable steering wheels, 
although the Mondeo’s extends 
farther towards you, which is a 
bonus if you're really tall and need 
to have the seat a long way back. 

If you are tall, you may also find 
the Skoda's steering wheel blocks 
your view of the instruments. 
However, the Skoda's dials are 
otherwise clearer and easier to read 
than the Ford's. 

You get snug-fitting sports seats 
on Titanium-trim Mondeos, which 
hold you in position well through

corners. However, the Superb's 
part- Alcantara seats are wider, 
firmer and posher-looking. Both 
cars have adjustable lumbar 
support as standard. 

Although the Skoda is the 
cheaper car, you wouldn't guess 
it from inside. Prod the surfaces 
or play with the buttons and 
everything feels classy and built to 
last. The Mondeo feels a grade or 
two behind, with harder plastics 
and less tactile switchgear. 

There's an abundance of space in 
the rear of both cars, but the Superb 
has vastly more. The extra few 
centimetres of leg room give it the 
feel of a limo. Both cars will carry 
three adults, although the middle 
passenger in the Skoda will be 
a little less claustrophobic. 

When it comes to the issue of 
boot space, the Mondeo's boot is 
unquestionably huge - it'll easily 
swallow several large suitcases - but 
the Superb's is even bigger. 

Both load bays are thoughtfully 
designed, with 12-volt sockets and 
bag hooks, although only the 
Superb has a handy rechargeable 
torch fitted as standard. 

However, it's a shame that Skoda 
charges (£90) extra for boot- 
mounted levers to drop the rear 
seats. What's more, when the 
Superb's rear seats are folded, 
there's an annoying ridge in the 
floor of the extended load bay 
unless you pay (£150) extra for a 
false floor. There are no such issues 
in the Mondeo. 

Powered tailgates are optional on 
both cars, which is useful when 
you're got your arms full. 

Both cars have touchscreen 
infotainment systems with sat-nav. 
The Ford's screen is bigger (S.oin vs 
6.5in), but the Superb's system is 
much more user-friendly and, if 
you stump up an extra £1600, can 
be upgraded to a larger screen with 
a DVD player and wi-fi connectivity.

Superb was almost half a second 
quicker in the o-6omph dash. 

The in-gear acceleration times, 
which give you a better idea of how 
flexible each engine is in real-world 
driving, also put the Superb ahead. 

However, while you may need to 
drop down an extra gear in the Ford 
to get the same turn of speed, the 
Mondeo has the more pleasant 
gearchange and still offers decent 
pace. Its engine is quieter, too. 

The Mondeo is also more fun 
to drive. There’s a touch less body 
roll as you turn in to bends, and 
the car feels better tied down 
over bumps and crests, giving 
you more confidence. 

However, the Skoda is certainly 
no wallowy barge. Sure, it feels 
a touch softer and the body a bit 
more floaty over crests, but it still 
grips well and responds positively 
to your every command. 

It also has the nicer steering. 

The Ford’s steering can feel 
inconsistently weighted as you 
apply lock, while on the way out 
of corners the wheel wants to 
self-centre in a slightly unnatural 
way. By contrast, the Skoda’s builds 
resistance more progressively, so 
you find yourself thinking less 
about your steering inputs and 
more about the road ahead. 

As well as that, the Superb still 
has the edge for comfort. True, our 
test Mondeo’s optional larger igin 
alloys didn’t help its cause (17s 
comes as standard) but wider 
experience tells us the Ford isn’t 
quite as comfortable as the Skoda, 
even in standard form.

Both cars generate a noticeable 
amount of wind noise. However, 
road noise is more of an issue in 
both cars, especially at higher 
speeds, although it is slightly less 
prevalent in the Mondeo. 

What do they cost? 

If you look at the list prices, the 
Skoda appears the cheaper car by 
around £1700. However, if you’re 
a cash buyer, our Target Price 
research shows that dealer 
discounts reduce that difference 
to around £600. 

Skoda doesn’t offer PCP finance 
on the SE Business trim we’re 
testing here, but looking at the 
leasing deals on offer (based on 
36 months and 12,000 miles a year) 
it’s the Superb that comes out 
cheaper again by £20 a month. 

In fact, whichever way you look at 
it, over three years the Skoda is the 
cheaper option. It costs less to 
insure, service and tax, but by far 
the biggest difference is how much 
you’ll lose in depreciation. When 
it comes to trade-in time, the 
Superb will have lost around 
£1700 less of its new value. 

If you’re a company car driver 
taxed at 40%, the Skoda’s lower list 
price and smaller CO^ emissions 
mean you’ll also have to fork out 
£700 less in benefit-in-kind (BIK) 
tax bills over the same three-year 
period. Meanwhile, if you pay for 
your own fuel there’s another small 
saving; our True MPG tests show 
that the Superb averages around 
2mpg more in real-world driving. 

Both cars come with plenty of 
goodies, including sat-nav, a DAB 
radio, Bluetooth and dual-zone 
climate control. The Superb gets 
front and rear parking sensors 
and adaptive cruise control 
(the Mondeo has regular cruise 
only). The Ford has traffic-sign 
recognition, though, which costs 
extra on its rival. 

Both cars scored the maximum 
of five stars in their respective Euro 
NCAP crash tests. However, looking 
at the individual scores, the Skoda 
has better pedestrian safety along 
with more pre-emptive safety 
features, including automatic 
emergency braking.

OUR VERDICT 


Both are very good estate cars indeed. If you’re after a comfortable 
cruiser that’ll carry up to five adults with a full complement of luggage, 
neither will disappoint. 

That said, while the Mondeo is that bit more enjoyable to drive, the 
Superb makes more sense. It’s more spacious, offers better performance 
and has a much classier-feeling interior. The fact it’s also cheaper to buy 
and run only seals the deal, and that makes it difficult to beat.

WHEN I FIRST saw this third 
incarnation of the new Mini 
hatchback, I was slightly 
disappointed. Sure, it was more 
rounded at the front with larger 
lights both front and rear, but at 
first glance it could have easily been 
mistaken for the second-generation 
model. However, after spending a 
full year living with the latest 
version, there’s so much more to 
this car than meets the eye. 

Performance-wise, I couldn’t 
fault it. The new three-cylinder, 
I34bhp 1.5-litre turbo petrol engine 
was a peach; refined, smooth, and 
respectably fast, especially in 
go-kart-like Sport mode. 


Handling was similarly 
impressive, with the suspension 
providing a predictably firm but 
more than comfortable ride, even 
on the larger i6in wheels we opted 
for. The Cooper was brilliant fun to 
drive, with responsive steering and 
minimal body roll through tight 
corners, all of which was well suited

to my daily urban commute, and 
frequent back road blasts at the 
weekends. The only thing that 
marred the experience a little was 
the obstinate six-speed gearbox, 
which didn’t like being hurried. 

Where the Mini really surprised 
me, though, was how civilised a 
motorway cruiser it turned out to 
be. Even on the boomy concrete 
sections of the M25, there wasn’t 
any overly intrusive wind or road 
noise, and the Cooper was just as 
comfortable after 200 miles as it 
was after 20. 

Some of this was down to the 
adjustable driver’s seat lumbar 
support, although adjusting the 
driver’s seat itself was an 
unnecessarily fiddly task, with the 
levers being tucked out of the way. 

Our car was fully loaded and 
came complete with both Chili and 
Media Packs, plus every conceivable 
extra you can think of. Well, 


everything bar parking sensors and 
electric fold-in door mirrors. 
However, the Cooper was a doddle 
to park; with no rear overhang to 
worry about you could shoehorn it 
into tight, awkward spaces. 

The upgraded interior was a great 
improvement, as was the revised 
layout and increased space. Our 
Cooper’s cabin had plenty of head 
room for taller drivers and welcome 
extra shoulder room between the 
driver and passenger. For tech 
lovers, the 8. 8 -inch central 
widescreen infotainment system 
complete with BMW iDrive-style 
rotary controller sited between the 
front seats was intuitive and quick 
to respond. However, it was only 
easy to use on the move if the 
optional central armrest was 
pushed up. As a result, every time 
you changed gear, you hit your 
elbow on the underside of the 
elevated armrest.

The boot space was a little 
disappointing, too. Despite an 
increase of almost 50 litres, its 
211-litre capacity wasn’t enough for 
more than five shopping bags; any 
more required dropping the rear 
seats. At least that was easy and 
quick to do. 

Fuel economy was a pleasant 
surprise: around town, the worst 
figure we saw was ss.Smpg, while 
on longer drives the Cooper beat its 
True MPG figure of 42.impg, 
recording 42.3mpg and 42.8mpg on 
two separate occasions. 

We did suffer from a number of 
small but annoying issues with our 
Cooper, though. A mystery acrid 
stench reminiscent of cat wee oozed 
from the air-con system upon 
start-up, which required a dealer 
visit and flushing of the entire 
system to eradicate it. Then, the 
onboard tyre pressure-monitoring 
system suffered from erratic and 
inaccurate readings, resulting in a 
warning message on the central 
screen that was quite difficult to 
get rid of. 

One other niggle was the Mini 
Connected interactive function, 
that, no matter what we tried, 
refused to connect to some Android 
smartphones despite saying they 
were compatible. 

Just before the Cooper went back 
to Mini, a few Mini owners 
contacted us to ask if our car’s door 
shuts were worn, with paint wear 
where the rubber front door seal

meets the pillar. Upon inspection 
they did show signs of light 
scuffing, especially the driver’s side. 
Mini’s engineers examined our test 
car: as a result. Mini has assured us 
that any Mini that suffers (or is 
suffering) from this same issue can 
be booked into a Mini centre and it 
will investigated under warranty. 

So, Mini has definitely moved 
things on with this latest version; 
it’s roomier, more comfortable, 
refined, with impressively slick 
onboard technology for the class. 
While it may have grown up a bit, 
it still remains a blast to drive.

After running our funky Kia for six months, it’s time for Will to examine his Soul

THE KIA SOUL had an arduous job 
on its hands when it arrived at What 
Car?’s headquarters six months ago. 
Any test car that gets assigned to a 
photographer has probably the 
toughest job on the fleet; a 
snapper’s workhorse clocks up a 
mileage that would easily eclipse 
most company cars over 
the same period. 

Our car came in ‘Mixx’ 
speciflcation, sitting just below the 
flagship ‘Maxx’ in the flve-strong 
trim range. Priced at £21,250, its 
standard equipment list was 
impressive. It included an S.oin 
colour touchscreen infotainment 
system with DAB radio and sat-nav. 


reversing camera, Bluetooth 
connectivity, cruise control, a 
leather-trimmed steering wheel, 
climate control, mood lights on 
the front door speakers, i8in 
alloy wheels and LED daytime 
running lights. 

The only option was the ‘Powder 
Blue’ metallic paint at £490, taking

our car’s price to £21,740. We opted 
for the i26bhp 1.6-litre turbodiesel 
engine mated to Kia’s six-speed 
automatic gearbox. The motor was 
gutsy enough around town and 
good on motorways, although it 
was rather noisy. 

The auto ’box was ideal for me 
because without a third pedal it 
eased the tension on my left knee, 
which still suffers from an old 
injury. However, the auto held on to 
revs for far too long and was too 
jerky when swapping cogs in 
manual mode. 

We never got near Kia’s official 
combined fuel economy of 47.impg, 
averaging 36.8mpg over the term. 
The best we managed was 42.9mpg, 
while the worst was 32.3mpg. 

On the move, the Soul was always 
easy to manoeuvre, thanks to its 
compact dimensions and incredibly 
light steering. However, I found the 
steering devoid of feedback. 


Adjusting the steering setting from 
Comfort to Sport made it heavier, 
but it still felt vague. 

Sitting on i8in alloy wheels, the 
ride was rather harsh, too. The 
suspension springs have got a short 
travel, so when you hit any large 
bumps the car tends to bottom out 
and bounce back the other way 
quite aggressively. A weekend in 
Devon highlighted the Soul’s 
shortcomings as a long distance 
cruiser. After only a couple of hours 
in the car, my passenger bemoaned 
the jarring ride and requested to 
pull over and stretch her legs. 

The Kia’s standout feature was its 
heated front seats, the best I’ve 
experienced in a car so far. During 
the winter they were a godsend and 
heated up within seconds; they’re 
even better than the ones in my 
new Kia Sorento test car. 

Another highlight was the superb 
cabin storage space; door bins. 
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generous cubbyholes in the centre 
console, cupholders and a tray for 
your phone by the USB sockets. 

However, the infotainment was 
slow to respond and the fidgety ride 
meant you had to be pinpoint- 
accurate when selecting small icons 
on the menus. Its reversing camera 
- while clear and useful - didn’t 
have sensors, so I had to pay 
attention otherwise I’d have found 
myself in danger of scraping the car. 

I love my music and frustratingly 
the Soul let me down in this area. It 
didn’t come with a CD player and 
the DAB radio developed a 
frustrating habit of defaulting to 
Absolute Rock Humberside, no 
matter which station you had 
pre-selected. The dealer seemed 
confused by this and didn’t have a 
solution, either. However, sound 
quality was excellent with the 
Infinity stereo as standard on 
this trim. 

Head- and leg room in the cabin 
were decent, and rear seat space 
very generous, but the driver’s seat 
had no lumbar support and the seat 
base itself was rather short. The 
Soul would have benefited from 
sliding rear seats, like the Renault 
Captur. This would have allowed me 
to vary the boot’s size and fit in all 
of my camera gear during the week, 
and then move them back at the 
weekend when carrying passengers. 

So our Soul might have been a 
good car for a small family, or for 
carrying the weekly shopping, but

it was really up against it with my 
vast array of camera gear. 

If you enjoy driving, and want a 
refined motorway companion, you 
might be better off with a Skoda 
Yeti. However, if you still like the 
idea of a Kia Soul, we’d recommend 
the 1.6 CRDi ConnectPlus manual 
version on more forgiving lyin 
rims. It still comes with plenty of 
standard kit, is more refined with 
a manual gearbox and is almost 
£4000 cheaper than our test car.

OUR NEW E-CLASS Estate (new to 
us, at any rate) has arrived after one 
year and 13,000 miles in someone 
else’s care. Now it’s my turn to see 
how this family holdall will fit into 
my life, both as a family man and as 
a hard-working freelance journalist 
covering a large annual mileage. 

My first surprise was to discover 
that our car was free of any options. 

However, our now-defunct 2014 
AMG Sport trim turns out to offer 
a pretty impressive list of standard 
equipment. Our car comes with a 
DAB radio, as well as part leather 
seats, sat-nav, self-levelling rear 
suspension, cruise control, front 
and rear parking sensors and even 
heated seats. Indeed there’s only 
one other extra I’d have liked: 
air suspension at the front as well,

ride quality from superb to out of 
this world. 

We’ve chosen to run this version 
because it is the best-selling car 
in the range.

1 understand those who might 
complain about the seats being 
uncomfortable, because ours 
are unquestionably and initially 
disconcertingly firm. Within five 
miles of first climbing aboard 1 had 
convinced myself I’d never be 
comfortable in the car, but by the 
time I’d done 500 miles, all those 
thoughts had gone. It’s the support 


provided by the seats that actually 
keeps you comfortable. 

1 am less keen on the engine, 
however, because it seems to lag 
behind the latest units from its 
German rivals when the whole 
envelope of performance, economy 
and refinement is considered. 
However we have to put this 
into perspective: 1 think the

performance is adequate, 
considering the size of this car 
and its relatively small motor, and 
1 think the same to be true of the 
fuel consumption. 

Refinement is a thornier issue. 
This engine has always been noisy, 
and very sensitive to its installation. 
In the old C-Class it was terrible; in 
the new A-Class it is surprisingly 
good. In this E-Class it’s fine on the 
motorway, but if you’re in town, 
or doing anything other than 
dawdling on country roads, both 
the volume and quality of the 
engine’s noise is not what you 
expect from a sophisticated Merc. 

However, if you want ultimate 
boot space from your estate, the 
E-Class is the one to choose. Indeed, 
of all estates on sale, only the boot 
of the Skoda Superb stands 
comparison. Moreover, the rear 
seats fold almost completely fiat at 
the single tug of a handily sited 
lever, to reveal a vast and brilliantly 
shaped load area. The only quibble 
is the parcel shelf. It’s good to see it 
incorporates a retractable dog 
guard, but it’s heavy and often 
awkward to put back into place. 

If I’d specced this car, 1 would 
have had the optional 80-litre tank. 
The standard 59 -litre one currently 
gives a range of around 550 miles, 
but the big tank would extend that 
to 750 miles. As someone with an 
aversion to fuel stations, that would 
be a welcome enhancement.

IT’S FUNNY HOW the seemingly 
inconsequential details often leave 
a more lasting impression - good or 
bad - than the major things.

both journeys were, by and large, 
unremarkable. The seating position 
and ride remained comfortable, 
even after four and a half hours 
behind the wheel. 

The best bit about the long- 
distance cruising was the overall 
feeling of calm in the cabin. The 
1.2-litre engine is impressively quiet 
around town, and at higher speeds 
as well. So much so that I almost 
expected a little more in the way of 
overtaking ability, because the 
engine sounded so relaxed; at 
motorway speeds it sits 
comfortably under 2000 rpm. 

The only downside to taking the 
Fabia on a longer journey is the 
absence of cruise control. With this 
it would be a perfect long-distance 
cruiser, although the speed limiter 
is much more useful on a regular 
basis, given my urban journeys.

The two most expensive options 
could scarcely be more different in 
terms of value, though.

The 20in black alloy wheels - the 
single most expensive option, at 
£3134 - are another prospect 
entirely. Firstly, while they’re 
beautifully finished and 
engineered, they do look like the 
sort of wheel your local dealer 
(ahem) puts on his lowered Range 
Rover. Secondly, I don’t reckon an 
extra two inches of alloy does 
anything for the Panamera’s ride.

We tell you about fitting accessories, maintenance deals and PCP vs contract hire 


WHAT’S THE DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN RUNNING A 
CARON CONTRACT HIRE 
AND LEASING? 

Contract hire is actuaiiy a form of 
ieasing - effectiveiy it is an operating 
iease. leasing’ is a generai, catch-aii 
term that inciudes finance iease 
and iease purchase, as weii as 
contract hire. 

FM SELF-EMPLOYED AND 
WANT A CAR FOR MOSTLY 
BUSINESS USE. 

Should I go for contract hire or 
investigate a PCP? 

Personai contract hire isn’t proving 
as popuiar as personai contract 
purchase (PCP) among private 
individuais and the seif-empioyed. 
Monthiy payments are often broadiy 
simiiar, but at the end of the deai a 
PCP gives you the fiexibiiity to own 
the car for an extra iump sum or, 
potentiaiiy, a bit of cash to put 
towards a deposit on another PCP 
deai. if you find you want or need to 
terminate the deai eariy, PCP usuaiiy 
offers an advantage, too. With 
contract hire, eariy termination 


typicaiiy carries a penaity of 50% 
of the outstanding rentai. The 
penaities on a PCP are usuaiiy 
comparativeiy smaii. 

if you are VAT-registered, though, 
you can reciaim 50% of the VAT on 
the finance costs of contract hire and 
100% of the VAT on a maintenance 
agreement. With a PCP, you can’t 
reciaim VAT. in some cases, this can 
make contract hire the better bet, 
but for most buyers, PCP offers the 
more attractive route. 

DOES IT MAKE SENSE TO TAKE 
OUT A WITH MAINTENANCE’ 
AGREEMENT WHEN BUYING? 

Companies tend to go for a 
maintenance agreement because it 
makes budgeting easier, is iess 
hassie and can reduce 
administration. For private 
individuais, the fixed monthiy cost 
can aiso be reassuring, but you 
shouid aiso work out whether it is 
cheaper to pay for your own 
maintenance. Use the What Car? 
data pages to heip estimate costs. 

Generaiiy, the higher your 
miieage, the more viabie a 


maintenance agreement becomes 
for a singie individuai. Annuai 
miieage of 20,000 miies or more 
can swing it in favour of 
a maintenance package. As weii as 
the potentiai of extra servicing and 
wear and tear with higher miieage, 
many warranties run out at 60,000 
miies. if you’re ieasing an oider car, 
consider maintenance. The warranty 
wiii probabiy run out before the end 
of the contract and whiie the best 
ieasing firms source neariy new cars 
from main deaiers, others may 
suppiy from iess reputabie origins. 

So do your sums, then baiance 
any cost difference against the pros 
and cons. 

WHAT HAPPENS IF I FIT 
ACCESSORIES TO A CAR ON 
CONTRACT HIRE? 

You need to get the permission of 
the ieasing company before you 
add accessories, such as mobiie 
phone kits or tow bars. Before you 
return the car at the end of the 
contract, it is up to you to remove 
these accessories and make good 
any damage.

What about delivery dates, sourcing 
reliable used cars, finder’s fees and 
giving a broker money up front? 


A BROKER CLAIMS HE CAN 
SUPPLY ME WITH A NEW 
BMW X5 SOONER THAN MY 
LOCAL DEALER CAN. 

Is this possible? 

It could be that the broker 
pre-ordered a new X5 on the basis 
that he’d be able to find a buyer for 
it, or he may have a cancelled 
order. In either case, it is possible 
that you could beat the dealer 
waiting list, but quiz him about the 
basis for his claim. If it’s one of the 
two cases above, ask to see the 
proof, make sure the car has the 
same engine and trim that you 
want, and remember that you 
won’t be able to choose the spec if 
the car has been ordered. Get the 
delivery date in writing, too. 

rVE SEEN A BROKER WHO IS 
CHARGING A FINDER’S FEE 
OF £1000. 

Is this right? 

Shop elsewhere. There is nothing 
to stop brokers charging finder’s 
fees, even as high as this. However, 
unless the car is very exclusive or 
you’re jumping a long queue for an 
in-demand model, £1000 is steep. 
As a general rule, most reputable 
brokers earn their commission 
from the dealer, not the customer 
so be wary if you’re asked to pay 
the broker any money. 

IS IT SAFE TO PAY MONEY TO 
A BROKER BEFORE FVE 
TAKEN DELIVERY OF A CAR? 

It puts you in a very vulnerable 
position, even if the broker is 
trustworthy. If the broker goes 
bust before your car has arrived, 
you may not see the car or the 
money. The safest options are to 
use a broker who insists you pay 
the dealer directly for the car, or 
pay the money into an ‘escrow’ 
holding account until the car is 
ready for delivery. If you have 
handed cash to a broker, get 
written proof that the supplying 
dealer has received your money. 

CAN BROKERS SUPPLY USED 
AS WELL AS NEW CARS? 

Yes. The majority of new-car 
brokers also supply nearly new 
motors and the savings compared 
with the DIY route are broadly 
similar. Likewise, the usual caveats 
about using a broker also apply. 


Also, if the car is only a few 
months old, it’s worth ensuring 
that it isn’t a ‘dealer return’ - a new 
car returned by a customer 
because it was sub-standard. 

IF I BUY FROM A BROKER, 
WHAT FINANCE AND 
WARRANTY CAN I EXPECT? 

Most brokers don’t offer finance 
directly, but they can notify the 
dealer that you’re interested in 
paying for your car this way, and 
from then on, your dealer will 
discuss your options with you 
and conduct the transaction as 
normal. Every new car, whether 
you find it in a showroom or via 
a broker, comes with a full 
manufacturer’s warranty. 

WHERE DO BROKERS SOURCE 
THEIR CARS? 

Although some brokers specialise 
in imports, the majority deal in UK 
models, supplied by UK dealers. 
They’ve already negotiated 
discounts, so save you hassle and 
time but it’s possible to beat a 
broker’s price if you’re determined. 
Most brokers refer you to the 
dealer, and from then on you deal 
direct. As the car is supplied by a 
dealer you have a right to expect 
the same service as if you’d 
walked in off the street.

Pre-regcars:

If I buy through a broker, 
will I be the car’s first 
registered keeper? 

Sharon Jones, Carlisle 

Ask to see the broker’s terms 
and conditions before you buy. 
Some ‘rogue’ companies 
pre-register cars to claim 
manufacturer fleet discounts. 
However, while you might save 
a bit of money, this can be risky 
- you could invalidate your 
insurance. Reputable brokers 
only sell cars ordered through 
dealers where you are the first 
registered keeper. Get this 
assurance in writing, and don’t 
‘accept’ the car until you are in 
receipt of the V5C.
